den, and endeuoꝛeth to make him ſelfe abſalute L oꝛd of all 
France, not regarding any rightfull clain, title oz pꝛetence 
whatſoeuer. Whoſe deſire notwithſtanding J doe not 
much maruaile at, this being the moſt excellent pzay that 
euer P2ince obtapned, but rather with that we would here 
koze-thinke va.befoze tve be bound,fo2 it wilbe tbolate with 
after thoughtes to recouer our liberty being once loſt. Foz 
the effecting whereof his Embaſſadour here amonglt vs, 
(a man as it were bozne to the managing of ſuch affaires) 
bath pzocceded ſofarre hy his extraodinarp liberalities, and 
by meanes ol his pꝛeaching Friers, and meetings of his Le⸗ 
ſuites (his diſguiſed ſpies, whom we haue freely -entertained- 
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contrad is agreed on, which in effect is the very ſale of the 
Crowne of France: foz the ratifping. whereof, it is euen 
now a concluding to put the Spaniarde in full poſſeſſion of 
the ſame, And that it may not be gaincſayd, ſome labour 
tu perſwade vs that it is the orux and molt neceſſary thing; 
as without which we mulk of neceſſityin the end become al

pon ſo ſclender a thxed2 © Are wee now come to this pally; 
that il either theKing of Spaine ( whoſe aged peares b2edg 
tontinual danger) ſhould chance ere long to die, oz the 
ſhould againe aſſaile him, oꝛ the Flemmings renew their 
warres, o2 if the Poꝛtingales (which can no longer 'bzooks 
bis inſuppoꝛtable tyzanny) ſhould happen to rebel; whereby 
his leiſure might not ſerue him, to reſtoꝛe France to hir de⸗ 
ſired peace.

conung either Gngliſh oꝛ Germains, in ſuch ſoꝛt as that al- 
beit we ſought tocnfozce them with the cruelty ul fire, and 
pther toꝛments To alterthetr religton, vet ſpared they not 
to aide vs them ſelues, in the reconerte of Newhaten :! and 
that we; whom none daue dared ſo much as ta thinke to 
conſtraine in our religion, and who moze then doubly ex⸗ 
ceede the armie of our enimie, da ſo ſlenderly regard the hoy 
nour of aur countrie, and our owne pꝛoper ubertie, that at 
the firſt we are contented to pield our ſelues pꝛoleſſed Dpa- 
niards: ere ſome will ſay, it is not the name — 
he will fo ſone take vpon him, buf onely of Pꝛotectoꝛ.

But make yeur mea⸗ 
ning a litie moꝛe plaine vnto vs: Either we ſhal haue no 
ing at all (4 pet Philip Chal be our Ring) oꝛ wee will haue 
another, which if we haue, he muftnedes be vnder the pꝛo⸗ 
tection of the Spaniſh King. Uhat 2 thall the — ol 
Fraunce (who neuer had any other eꝛotectoꝛ but God, and 
the ſwoꝛd which he hath giuen him, and · who neuer had o⸗ 
ther ſuperiour to direct and tommaund him) acknowledge 
him ſelle to be at the diſpoſition of the Spaniard, and leaue

of warre: who the direction of armies! whether the placing 
of gouernours, officers, and benifices 2 and if any matter of 
Urife o2 controuerſie ſhould happen betweene them, either 
fo2 matters af religion oꝛ otherwiſe, oꝛ if the one would 
vſurpe ouer the other, who ſhould pꝛocure an agreement bes 
twenethem? Oh rare imaginations. Js it poſſible the 
woz2ldſhouldhaue two-Siumes? 02 one Eſtate two Soue⸗ 
raines: Aud it it be needfull (as in deed it is moſt neceſſarie) 
that the ene ſhould be vnder the other, whether in reaſo⸗ 
nahbterfence.ts likelv to be the greater commander? the Pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruour oꝛ Pꝛotectoꝛ:oꝝ he whoſhadowed and pꝛotected vn⸗ 
der a greater power then his owne;? Alas, dotiy he not alrea⸗ 
die by theſe articles, take vpon him the name of his Mateſtie 
without any addition theremito : What difference is there 
betweene the name ol Maieſtie and Ring, birt that the firſt 
is d name al greater pꝛide and moꝛe arroganeie. Let vs ſay 
(if ſo much liberty be let vnto vs, and that we be not already 
become his ſlaues, let vs boldly ſav that which euer v man 
doth know. That the King of @paine will be our maiſter 
foz a tune vnder the name ol Maieſtie, and ol Pꝛotectoꝛ en⸗ 
terchaungeably: but in the end, fo2 euer vnder the name of 
Bing. He will haue his Lieutenant, oꝛ Uiceroy of Fraunce, 
as he hath of Naples: and foꝛ a while he will vſe them that 
pzefently aide and aſſiſt him to ſerue his owne turne, but at 
n 02 atleaſt baniſh them: fearing leaſt they will 
not 
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not humbly enough obey him in Fraunce: and then ſhall we 
haue a Don Ferdinando amongſt vs, as well as his other 
ſubiects: it is expedient that we ſpeake thus boldly. aue we 


not often beene told, that in ſoth there is ſome intelligence 
andentercourſe of dealing with y Spaniard, but not of ſuch 
conſequence as ſome imagine, x peraduenture he expects, and 
that is neceſſarie to retaine him in expectation of ſome great 
god, but that in the end he is vndoubtedly to be deceiued: foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuch as he knowes not how to make his owne bargain, 
and take god alſuraunce of vs: Is it not a god while, ſince 
the fate of France is ſecretly bought and ſolde: eſpecially at 
this pꝛeſent time, when with all manner of open hoſtilitie it 
is furiouſly aſſaulted » Muſt wee ſtill diſſemble and hide the 
cauſe of our miſerie 2 o2 rather muſt we nerdes pleaſe our 
owne humours therein, ſeduced with a vaine hope of coine 


and ſiluer? As though anie thing could happen moze miſera- | 


ble to a minde of anie courage and valoz, then to be enfozced 
euen to ſell himſelfe foꝛ meere want and penurie. Are we ſo 


paꝝe and nædie: Here let me aſke a queſtion 02 two, what 


is become of thoſe great and infinte ſimnmes of mony which 
not long ſince were founde in many houſes of this Citie 2 
Where are thoſe huge ſummes that were leuied of ſo ma- 
ny ranſomes, lones, beneuolences, and impꝛeſts: where was 
that money imploped which was made of the ſale of all dur 
plate, ot all our chaines, and of all our ic wels? Js the grea- 
teſt parte thereof tranſpoꝛted out of the Realme: Haue not 
certaine,as it were hunger ſtaruen peſants, and grirdie var⸗ 
lets, ſo enriched themſelues with the remainder , that they 
are now as demie Pꝛinces:? Haue not ſome of them ſo ſump⸗ 
tuoully adozned themſelues there with, that they iet it vp and 
downe rather lyke new married bꝛidegromes, then ſouldiers 
fit fo2 the ſield⸗ Haue not many ol our beſt and richeſt wid⸗ 
dolves of Roa ne and Paris, bene ſeduted and beguiled with 
ſome part ol it? In conc lulon, haue dur treaſuries beene ſo

not beene long enough deluded with theſe fantaſies,hane we 
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well managed, and our reuenurs ſo well huſbanded, that ſoꝛ 
neede and pouertie we ſhould in the end be intoꝛted to ſeeke 
vs new Maiſters! as this the reaſon that Rola nd om 
Treaſurer could neuer be hꝛought to anie account, fo2 feare 
we ſhould ſe the infinite / yea bottomleſſe) depth of our reue⸗ 
nues 2 and therewithall perceiue that it is not in the power 
of the Spaniard to furnich vs with the twenteeth parte of 
ſuch and ſo great ſmmmes. Alas god man, where ſhoude he 
leauie ſo great ſtoꝛe of ſiluer? Are we ignoꝛant howe befo2e 
he loſt his great fleete (foliſhly by him baptiſed the Inuinti⸗ 
ble, ot which long beloꝛe we ſawe ſo many arrogant Cato⸗ 
logues both wꝛitten and painted, whoſe miſcrable ſlaues wee 
afterwards receiued into our poztes, permitted them in pitty 
to berelencd by begging from dane to dare) he brake and 
was banquerout with his creditours of Genoua :? But ſhall 
we better diſcouer and make his penurie moꝛe manifeſt:Let 
vs ſell our ſelues to him ſceing we deſire it fo much alwayes 
pꝛouided, that without faile he make vs readie paiment, not 
poſting vs ouer with bonds, pꝛomiſes, delaves, and Spaniſh 
bꝛagges foꝛ if we be once his ſeruants, what action map we 
haue againſt our maiſter? What plea may we commence 
againft him: Shall our purſe be at his commandement , 02 
his at our diſpoſition: Let vs reſigne all theſe fertile fieldes 
vnto him, theſe beautifull riuers, let vs deliuer al theſe ſtrong 
and mightie toumes vnto him, theſe godly and ſtately buil⸗ 
dings. To conclude, let vs ſurrender all France vnto him, 
(which is the verie eie and beautte ol the woꝛld) and that foz 
nothing. Let vs freely and frankly giue him all the ri⸗ 
ches and treaſures that are contained therein. Let vs giue 
him our wines, our childen, and whatſoeuer els wee haue, 
and all foꝛ nothing oh griefe and intollerable miſery to think 
vpon let him buy nothing but our ſelues, and that at the lo⸗ 
welt pꝛice. And the chepeſt rate that may be, ſo that he make 
readie payment , Let him diſburſe but twentie nullions of 
golde foz all vs, all which will not amount to ten crownes a 
man, 
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man. But what ſpeake J of twentie millions of gold it ber⸗ 
ing ſo karre from his meaning, who neuer intended to giue 
vs one hund2zeth thouſand crownes, Ch how long is it ſince 
we are bought x ſold, but no paiment made pet, onely two x 
thirtie thouſand crownes excepted, which lately he deliuered 
to thoſe ſirteene theeues, and that onely to ſolicite and haſten 
our deliuerie? But where (J beſeech pon) ſhall he leauie ſo 
manp millions of golde 2 where ſhal he haue ſo much mony⸗ 
are they as eaſie to be formd as pꝛomiſed? As though wee 
knowe not that the rebellions of the lowe-Cormtries haue 
coft him as much golde.as euer he receiued from the mines 
of Peru, when he dzew them dzteſt ! D2 when he ranſacked 
the whole country, murthering aboue two millions of thoſe 
pooꝛe, naked, and innocent Indians, on whome he commit⸗ 
— that either antiquitte could in- 
uent, oꝛ the tune pꝛeſent deuiſe. The hiſtoꝛie whereof ( pꝛin⸗ 
tedin the pere 1 58 4.) was wholp ſmothered by meanes of 
the Jeſuits, who buying vp al the copies p were extant, cau- 
ſedy it ſhuld be foꝛbidden tobe pzinted any moze . Db bꝛaue 
butchers, whoſe fingers ends itch,to try whether theFrench 
that doth not ſufficiently humble himſelfe befoze- pou, will 
pꝛoue ſo abiect and ſo bale as thoſe pe and naked ſauage 
Indians, But rauenous tygers that you are, vou are not 
pet come to that paſſe : knowe you not that you mult con⸗ 
front ſo many millions of true French men, as will (if neede 
require)encounter you with an hundzeth and an hundꝛeth 
battailes, befoꝛe they will become Spaniards 2 What? ſhal 
thoſe Marranos, pea, thoſe impiotius Atheieſts raigne auer 
vs as Rings and Pꝛinces: Shall the Countrie of France 
become ſeruile to the commandement of the Spamard: ſhal 
France be added to the titles of this King of Matorica 2 Df 
this demie Mane, demie Jew, yea demie Daractne? Shall it 
be made knowen to the wozlde, that France is no moꝛe a 
kingdome ? that France is become Spaine: and that all to 
the riuer Nhene contapneth 8 elſe but wy” of 
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Spaine: and that the thꝛer flowers de Luce are as an honox 


annexed to the py⸗balde and barrie⸗ armes of this vntuerſall 
Ning ? Dh that the earth would rather open, and the Sea 
bꝛeake out his limites, then we doc die and neuer remedie 
theſe outrages: Oh let vs die rather then pꝛoue ſuch trai⸗ 
toꝛs to our natiue Country, and that we ſubiect our ſelues to 
the yoke of the Spantards. Let vs die rather, vea let. vs die 
with our ſwo2ds in our hands, thicke and thꝛer folde one vp⸗ 
pon another, like the natnrall and true childꝛen of our fozefa- 
thers, who fo2 the honoꝛ of France, and fo: the pzeſcrnation 
of thep2 owne fibertie; haue couered the plames of Saint 
Quintines, thoſe of Kantie, and ſo many others with the

Alas, and ſhall we haue no Noble men 
icfte amongſt vs 2 Mho ſhall then defend va, if we be al⸗ 
faulted:Shall ſo great a charge be committed to a few freſh 
water ſouldiers: J meane'to thoſe ſirteenc. newe hatched 
Caualieros: who know better how to cut our thꝛoats then 
how to defend themſelues; Alas moſt miſcrable that we be., 
we ſtand in fear of our N obility, who haue liued thus lõg in 
peace among vs, ard yet we do not ſo much as dꝛeam on the 
touetiʒe, cruelty, and extreame inſolency'of the Dpaniards,, 
— being but (lip adopted ſwmaines antuigſt vs, 
durſt vppon the duie — — hae; 
lently take away from We Parlament a Sergeant and rom 
panion ol thetr owne; condemned by law to die ſoꝛ wilfult 
murther, making him topalle thꝛough the cherte chamber 
it that high and honourable 4g Loder France: 
. 4 did 


rable a famine: this Nobſlitie maintained by ſo many, ſo 
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did euer enterpꝛile ſo outrageous a fact: But in theſe flafs 
tering perſwaſions wherby we imagine that at our pleaſure 
wee may euen at one blow ruinate and deſtroy the whole 
Ho bilitp, it ſemeth that we may without controllment both 
checke and mate the ſame. But oh good Lo2d, how much 
are we deceaued, and how far are we from that, fo2 that on⸗ 
ly will remaine as a due ſcoꝛge to chaſtice vs moſt. vnkinde 
traytours to our Coumtrey, and as the very patterns ol 
monſtruous ingratitude, the like whereof the woꝛld did ne⸗ 
uer pielde, as thoſe that rather deſerue to be bome flaues, 
and bꝛedde as vaſſals to the tiranny, then in this 
moſt faire, and free Countrey of France. Doe we not foz- 
ſe that the thꝛeꝛ partes of our Mobility, are and haue beene 
ol long time armed againſt vs, and that the reſt ſeeing theſe 
vmnaturall contractes with the Spantards, foꝛ as much as 
they deteſt to haue fo foule and ſo repꝛachfull a blotte of inſa⸗ 
my and treaſon engrauen on the loꝛeheads of their poſterity 
(either manttelt, foz arming them ſelues againſt the Floure 
de Luſe, oꝛ ſecret,fo2 lurking in their houſes like daſtarda, ſo 
long as this publique flame doth burne in their naturall 
Countrep) they pꝛepare with all poſſible ſped to ſhow them 
ſelues like courageous childꝛen in the greate and bloody bat⸗ 
tailes, which France their naturall mother, pea faire and 
Noble France, will pzeſent and giue to Spaine, if it ſhall 
perceue the ſame to haue ſo much coꝛage oꝛ ſo much valour, 
that it dare encormter vs and accept of fight. Oh how hard a 
matter wil it be to vanquaiſh this Nobility: being once top- 
ned together: which though it be deuided, and fighting as 
aint neceſſitie, hath notwithſtanding alreadie obtained 
Andie notable victozies , and hath bzought vs to ſo miſe⸗ 


ffrong and ſo well mumited cities: This Mobilitie on whom 
all the good ſouldiers doe alwates attend and waite: which 
are the ſtockes on whom by reaſon of her great pꝛowes the 
6 heretofoze beene aſs 
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ſited with the goodly and ſtrong armies of thoſe populous 


and mightie nations, that at all times haue beene in perfect 
league and amitie with the name of Fraunce, and emmics 
vnto the tyꝛannie of Spaine, all which will no doubt with 
might and maine iointly hinder the encreaſe thereof: this 
Mobilitie led and commaunded by fo many excellent Cap- 
taines, who maugre all theſe ſtoꝛmie windes of ſedition, and 
to the intollerable griefe of the Spaniard, doe pet ſuruiue the 
furte of theſe miſerable tempeſts, This Nohilitie animated, 
and enflamed vnto warre by. the aſpect of thoſe bꝛight chi⸗ 
ning ſtarres, the childꝛen of Saint Lewis, pzoceeding from 
that warlike race, which can not, noꝛ will not dye but in the 
middeſt of bloudy battailes: and to conclude, this Nobilitie ſo 
maaunted and ſo terrible in armes, that knowes not pet 
what it is to recoile and giue ground,much leſſe to be daim⸗ 
ted with feare: which alwaies heweth, and with the dint of 
ſwa2d cutteth out her way, and makes him ſelfe paſſage. 


th:oune by theſe Caſtillians and renegd Frenchmen 2 Is 
it vpon them we mult relye our hopes: Is it from them we 
muſt expect that peate, that quiet, and that happy time, 

which ſo long, and ſo often hath berne pꝛomiſed vs; But ſhal 
we pet moze clearely conſider and vie i into what quife of 
wꝛetchedneſſe (beſides the loſſe of our libertie ) we headlong 
caſt our ſelues: Let vs graunt and ſuppoſe that the Spant-

Senlis, and from Diepe: We whom Savenſe, Senlis, the 
Gautiers, Argues, and our oume Suburbs haue bꝛought 
into ſo good loꝛwardnes and poſſeſſion, to be alwaies bea⸗ 
ten: we who thꝛough falſe and decepuing pꝛomiſes of ſuc⸗ 
cour haue fuffred thoſe ol Gergeau, ol Pliers, Eſtampes, 
Pon thoiſe, Meulan, Eu, Geimulle, Mandoline, Mans, 
Sable, Chaſteau⸗gontier, Tounoy Laial, Al:f1;6n, Damp⸗ 
front, Argentan, Fallatze, Bapeur, Liſieur, Yonflew, 
152idge audemer, and of Cureur, to be fo vilp loft and ouer⸗ 
come? Let vs rather conſider and thinke vpon our otun no⸗ 
ceſſities Which ſtill doe pꝛelſe and follow vs let vs (J — 
you)remember the commodities that we haue folt; x thoſe 


and ſurpꝛize cities which are defended and maintained bp ſo 
many of the Nobilitie, a thing which all the ſtrength of the 
woꝛld conioyned together may not, noꝛ can not atchiue and 


troubled with Spaniards thoſe great warrioꝛs, thoſe great 
bug⸗beares: what? thoſe the thouſande Ulallons led and 
commanded by a reneagd Frenchman? what: and are they 
not the mates of thoſe cowardly rumawayes of Senlis, and 
Argues, who being ten to one durſt ncuer attempt to 
charge onefmall mamber of the Nobilitie of Fraunce? Ars 
theſe all the great and imuntible Spanith koꝛces ( asfo2 the 
naturall, they will neuer be dꝛawne to leaue the Cittadels?) 
Are theſe they, who without any other helpe will one ol 
theſe daies intrimmphant ſoꝛte bꝛingvs al our eninuos pꝛio⸗ 
be ſo mightie, how corn 
it to paſſe that they tan not delend them ſelues better from 
the open enimies of all Chꝛiſtendome ? why haue they ſo 
ſuffred them ſelues to be chaſed and dꝛiuen 
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default cauſed ſo many poꝛe Chꝛiſtians to be fo miſerably 
opp2eſſed by the Jnfidcls? what is the reaſon they will not 
renenge the death of King Sebaſtian, whoſe kingdom and 
inheritance they haue ſo wzongfully vſurped: Hath this v- 
niuerſall Pꝛotectoꝛ ofthe Catholike faith ſo ſuffred it to fall 
where he ſhould moſt haue maintained x vpheld the ſame? 
who though he care not fo2 the encreaſe of Pahomet, and 
that he ſeeketh to ſuppꝛeſſe none but Lut her, wherefoꝛe doth 
he not make haſt to ſubdue the Engliſh whom ſo long 
fithence hee hath ſo much thꝛeatned, and pet could neuer 
hurt, who though they neuer thꝛeatned, haue notwithſtan⸗ 
ding ſo greatly hurt and endamaged him: But A perceiue 
bow the caſe ſtandeth with him: it is eaſier foꝛ him to ter- 
rifie the feareſull with his Bug beares, then to hurt others: 
it is moꝛe eaſy foꝛ him to pꝛomiſe and ferde men with hopes, 
then helps. Shall not we thinke, that he wil abuſe vs hereal⸗ 
f ter with his falſe pꝛomiſes (then which nothing is euermoꝛe 
N vntertaine ) ſith that in all our troubles paſt, he would faine 
perſwade vs, that we are beholding to him, and that the ho- 
nour of the battailes which heretofoze we haue gained on 
| the Hugonots, is onely due to him. Gd God: what inuin⸗ 
: cible Caualieros are theſe Spaniards? they are the cauſe ot 
all our victoꝛies, and pet we could neuer (ee any of them a- 
mong vs: They will peraduenture ſpeake of thoſe fiftene 
Hundzeth Harguebuziers, who at the battell of Dꝛeux made 
ſuch notable barricades with all the Carts ofthe armie, out 
of which they could neuer be dꝛawne to beſtow one ſhote on 
the enimie, till all the dumger was paſt, and then they be⸗ 
gan to cry aloud Viue Eſpagne, vine Eſpagne, as if they a- 
lone had pit the ennie to flight, when (God wote ) they 
durſt neuer looke him in the ſace, till we had cleane ſubdued 
him, and pet were theſe fiſterne hundzcth right Caſtillians, 
and naturall Marranos, whom they would now make vs 
belieucto be Giants, and ſouldiours of the other woꝛld, that 
n the better hide hp ſmall numper, and the oy 
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or men in their waſte and deſert countries. Now tif this 
Spaniſh armie be ſo terrible, and the Spaniards ſuch tollp 
fellowes, J pzav pou, what did they, and wherein were they 
occupied when not long ſince) thetr greateſt ennie was fo 
long in ſo deſtitute, ſo pate, and ſo weake a towne, | which 
neuer faw a Campe noꝛ euer defended it ſelle from any ar⸗ 
mie? they were but thee dayes tourney from him, at the 
molt; How commeth it to paſle that theſe great Poliocetes 
came not altogether, where in thꝛee dayes they might haue 
taken Diepe and ſo many Noble men and Captaines in ite 
Good God, what doe J ſpeake of thꝛer dapes? The Spani⸗ 
ard can not pet tell what it is to take a citie, vnlefſe it be at 
thzce peares end. He will ſtoupe, he willlnger, he will ſut⸗ 
ler, (which is the chieloſt ol his pꝛayſe) ond finding no other 
wap (a notoꝛious Atheiſt as he is) he will neuer attempt to 
win any by allault. Moꝛeouer, it were neceſſarie that the 
Duke of Parma were not popſoned with a lingring poiſon, 
which (as he him ſelfe cauſeth publikely to be repozted) his 
god maiſter hath ſent him. But let vs ſuppoſe hun to be ſo 

rong and valiant, and ſo well affected towards vs, and let 
vs graumt him the victoꝛy cf twelue battailes, and that our 
enimues haue withdꝛawne them ſelues into their holdes: pet 
ſhall wee be troubled fiue and twentic peares moꝛe with 
him (that is the leaſt his it not ſo long, and mo2e, that the 
Spaniard is about to conquere and tame his countrie of 
Flanders? and pet could neuer get one halle of it: which 
to cffect, we muſt make this old Ring vong againe, and cure 
him of ſo many diſeaſes, that he may line foureſcoꝛe and ten 
peares moꝛe, oꝛ els ſhall we be left friendles and ſuccourles, 


cuen in the middeſt of thoſe warres, which we haue 'vnder- 


taken, when moſt we ſhall nerde both: els in the middeſt ol 
the ſtoꝛme and in our greateſt danger ſhall our great Pilot 
be dꝛowned, and then will a lamentable ſhipwꝛack follow 
our ſhip, hat erſt with full ſpꝛed ſalles did with top and top 
gallant ſaile ſo ſtately ; then will cuery man ſhilt foz — 
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lelſe and take hold on what ſplint ſdeuer he can get. Who 
dotibteth that the gouernours of thele ſo dexuded eſtates and 
diſmembocd ꝛouintes will not embꝛace cuerie oppoztiunn- 
tie, and ſhew their deſire ol libertie (a thing that neuer cea- 
ſeth to let the mindes ol all the Spaniſh Slaues on fire)who 
doubteth (-J ſap) but that euerie one will with might and 
maine go about tu appꝛopꝛiate that countrie, o2 place which 
he houldeth vnto him ſelfe, God God, what ne iv counſels, 
what new deliberatiucs;what new daifts,anducwaliances 
will then follow, Then will thoſe- whommow we thinks 
to be our Kings greateſt eniuues, become his ſeruants, one⸗ 
ly to be maintained and defended; by him. And whillt. the 
Spaniſh Empirr ſhall thus be toſſed and ſhaken, what ſhal 
become ot all the goodly foꝛtes on which (as the Jeſuites 
will foꝛce vs to belteut᷑ on paine to be pꝛoclauned heretikes 
all aut Catholike religion doth depend.

Asfarre as I ſee then, the ing 
of Spaine is not ſo much moued ba godly zealc, and dus 
regard of our relig ion, as by a deſire he hath ta haue a ſonmne 
in law to be Uiceroy of Fraimte, to ſwaie and twamize 
ouer vs vnder the name ol his Waieſtie, vntillhe haue gut⸗ 
ten all our Foꝛtreſſes and holdes into the handes of his Ca⸗ 
ſtillians, and then ſhall hee be remoued and chaunge plate 
with the Uicerop of Naples.

At is therefo2e (as far as J perceiue) to hinder the ſucceſ⸗

ſies, with his bꝛight ſhming ſwo2d (that is his wo2d) which

an inetutable perdition) then koꝛ anie motion of Chꝛiſtian 
tharifie that remaines in him. And to ſaie truth, when did 
wee euer perceiue anie ſparke of charitie to appeare in the 
Spaniard : Js not this that Catholike charitie, which with 
ſo notoꝛious and trecherous treaſons hath wꝛongfully de⸗ 
pꝛiued vs of Cicilie, the fertileſt ⁊̃ fapꝛeſt Jland of the wozld, 
and matchleſſe pꝛice and marke. At which thoſe two vndan⸗ 
ted nations did in all theyꝛ noble warres ſhaote at:? Js not 
this the ſame charitie that hath in lyke marmer depxtucd vs 
of the flouriching kingdom of Naples, and of the rich Duke- 
dome of Millame: both aumcient and lawfull Patrimonies 
ofthe houſe of Angiou and Orleans , which earſt coſt 
France the pꝛice of fo much golde, and lolle of ſo much bloud? 
Js not this that charitie, which ſo vnlawfullp detapneth the 
pꝛincipalitie of Flanders, and cf the Countie of Burgondie 
from vs: that hath vſurped nev France fram vs, yea fapze 
France, which the fayꝛe riuers of Loyꝛe, Beine, and Some 
doe waſh and runne alongſt? Js not this the veric ſame Ca⸗ 
tholtke charitie, that with large pꝛomiſes and a little ſiluer, 
ſuboꝛned the confeſſour of one of our Rings, by whoſe fonde 
perſwaſions the Countie of Rouſsillion was ſo ſubtillie dif- 
memb2edfrom the Crowne and Demaines ol France: Js 
not this alſo that charitie , that Catholike humtlitie with 
which he hath pꝛeſumed to diſpoſſeſſe vs of our right of pꝛe⸗ 
tedence, and to take place befo2e vs? Alas, what an indigni⸗ 
tie is this : Is it not a ſhme fo2 France, that this newe vp- 
ffart,this new come Chꝛiſtian, whom not pet long ſince we 
haue dꝛawen from the Alcoꝛan, and from Paganiſme (who 
had not we bene, ſhould pet ' be a Saracen, a Barbarian, a 
Jew)thould ſo much as dare to think, much leſſe to attempt

fo buſily goe about. He wonld fam be our maiſter, and make 

vs all his ſubiects, his ſubiects ſayd J: What 2 Gall France 
that hath heretoloꝛe euer bene ſo mightie in armes, France 
that hath euer bene a terrour to all nations, fire France 
that vet was neuer ſubdued, but thꝛough a necellitie of the 
pꝛotidence of God who thought it expedient that his Sonne 
our L oꝛd ſhould be boꝛne vnder one greate Monarchie) at 
what time it was dunded into twentie pettie Uingdomes: 
Noble France which Cæſar deemed inumcible, anz neuer to 
be conquered, if euer it might bee reduced to one ſole Monar⸗ 
chie, and vnder one abſolute Ling, And to be bꝛieſe, France 


which acknowledgeth and holdeth nothing but from God, 


and by the ſwo2d, which euer was her tenour: ſhall it now 
be bzought into ſtbiection and bondage: Shall it nowe bee 
compeld to line in ſeruile ſlauerie: Shal it be made to receiue 
and admit Uizcroies, Lieutenants, Generalles and Gouer⸗ 
nours, and Dons of Spaine: that hath of voꝛe beene one ol 
her Pꝛouinces, and cuer bene readie to ſtande to the mercie 
of euerie conquerour and inuadour: and is and cuer hath 
bene the ſinke, the puddle, and filthie heape of the moſt loth⸗ 
ſome.infected, and llauiſh people that euer vet liued on earth. 


O Clouis, O our good King Clouis, this wicked race of 


thoſe fall Miſigots, with the carion of whoſe carcaſes (aſter 
thou hadſt with thine own hand llain they? Bing ) thou didſt 
ſpꝛinkle and fatten the fertile plaines of Poictou, who neuer 


thought themſelues ſale from the turie of thy ſwoꝛde, vntill

Which purpoſes and intents hee hath by his 
latter Teſtament bequeathed vnto his fonne Phillip: O 
you noble Macedonians that wept fo2 top when you ſawe 
pour Alexander fitting in Darius chaire, and felte no other 
diſcontent. but p your fozefathers might not partictpat your 
great content, O moſt miſerable as we are, we go about to 
place Darius in Alexanders chayꝛe, tu enſtal the Spaniard 
in the ropall Thꝛone of France, and lodge King Phillip in 
the Louure. Francis the firſt, O Henrie the ſetond, dur god 
Rings, riſe vp ꝛ leaue pour graues foꝛ a while. Doe pou not 
ſee pour moꝛtal x pꝛofeſſed enemy pꝛepare himſelfe to occupy 
and vſurpe your ( ſtate, vour Crowne, your Citie of Paris, 1 
pour Pallace, your Lowure: Who by his Embaſſadoꝛ alre- 
dy taketh the poſſelſion thcrof? Do not pon perteiue hom he 
gocth about to inſult and trunnph over pour granes; and ts 
violate and bꝛeake the ſame, as he hath alreadie done that k 
pour Conſtable: Be pe well aſſured, that hee who hath fa 
villainouſly bzought pour two laſt childꝛen (the verie and 
tively images of your ſelues to theyꝛ longeſt home, will ne 
uer pardon pour Statues of Marble. O woꝛthie and noble 
minded hilup Pzince of Spain, although fozttme hath not 
aduanced ther to be Emperoꝛ, as thy Father was, pet haſt | 
thou gone beyond him far in his valiant exploits, to conſume N 
and extingriſh our noble Pꝛinces of France. He neuer durſt 
imploy any other poiſon, but that of his de monte Cucullo, 
that was executed at Lions. And pet not withſtanding left vs 
one of our great king Frances his th: childꝛen: But thou 
batt with thy valoz vtterly roted = al the race of ——_

the perfozmance whereof, thou haſt vnto the ſecrete poyſon 
ofthy Salcedes(by meanes of thine Embaſſadoꝛ) added and 
tmployed the povſoned knife ofa damned Jacobine , But 
why ſhoulde he ſpare them vnder the colour of meere-ally- 
ance : Hath not he moſt vnnaturally cauſed his owne wike 
theyꝛ p2oper ſiſter to bee povſoned: and his naturall eldeſt

that knowes not, oꝛ at leaſt that wil not know, how Ber- 
nardin Mendoza hath weekly paid the woꝛk men of it? and 
that Buſsi is but a ſubſtitute of that Barbartan and ſgupnt- 
eied great Commaundadour: who in effect is the chief Cap 
taine of the Baſtille? Doth not the Spmiardalſo pꝛonuſe 
vs that his poiſon ſhall not ceaſe vppon the btmoſt bo: ders, 
but that it ſhall ſpꝛed it ſelfe to the nobleſt and chieſeſt parts, 


euen vnto the hart it ſelſe? that he will not ſtay in Fron⸗ 


tiere tounes, but ere long enter, take, and ſurpꝛiſe all other 
parts of the kingdome:? and will ſome ſap that fo2 conſci⸗ 


ence ſake he will refuſe Cambꝛay, Amiens, 02 — 4 
ou 
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would he do it thinke pou, if they would reteiue him! oꝛ is 
t decauſe he knowes that the Picards ( as they that haue of 
lot time knowne his conditions) haue flatly refuſed to ac 
cept ol him e what: haue thoſe of the Frontiere tormes bin 
eccepted, becauſe they haue ſfoutly reſoltid not to receiue the 
Spaniard, and pet all wee, with all the partes of the king⸗ 
dome of France are contained in this honourable/couenant, 
92 agreement, not ſo much as our Baſtille is compꝛiſed in 
the ſame, by vertue wheroftheſe Caſtillians wil one of theſe 
dayes (as well they may) at their pleaſure mount and leucll 
all our owne canons vppon the huge Caualiero, and firſt 
batter. and then ſacke and ſpoile our pooze Citty of Paris, 
as whilome they did Antwerpe. And it is not good reaſon, 


ſince that this Mauritanian race hath ſo well begonne, it 
could continue, and ſo pluck out and deface the two fap2e

committed in the pꝛeſence of aged 3 a fa- 

ers, 
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chers, bꝛethꝛen, huſbands o2 parents of thoſe toꝛmented pa- 
tientes, who to gricue them the moꝛe whileſt they commit⸗ 
ted al theſe execrable villentes and outrageous truelties, did 
tie and chaine them at there beds feete, oꝛ in other places; 
and laſt ot all the generall and continuall cruell toꝛmentinge 
and mailacring of thy pooꝛe and wꝛetched Citizens 2 hath 
not the repoꝛt thereofmade ali them that ener heard it to 
tremble at the ſame, and feel a kind of hoꝛroꝛ in them ſelues? 
and nowe to take away the appꝛehenſion of ſo nan euills 
from vs, they goe about to bleare and blinde vs with theyꝛ 
holie Inqtiſition. Good L oꝛd, is that the furſt meſſe that 
the Spantard will pꝛeſent vs with:? is that the Ring that 
he will wedde France withall: will he endowe vs with that 
feucre and barbarous Jiquiſition, which hath the vertue to 
make men rotte in pꝛiſon, beefo:e they know any cauſe and 
who is theyꝛ accuſer 2 that Jnquiſition, which vnder a falſe 
pzetence of Religion, doth milerably bꝛing all them that de⸗ 
teſt the Spaniſh tirammy to death and confuſion 2 Are wee 
igno ant how they haue vſed the ſame at Naples, and at 
Millane, and hol only that hath bin the meane and efficient 
caulk ta deftrop and ſubuert all the noble houſes which be- 
toe times had in any ſoꝛte followed o2 fauoꝛed the French 
faenction : Is this then that holy Inquiſition, of which god 
Catholiques neede not ſtand in any ſeare? no in good ſoth 
they need not ſeare it, alwaies pꝛouided that they haue theyꝛ 
ſoules died in Spanvoliſme , alwayes conditioned that they 
fozget they were bome free men, that thep were bone

them, other wiſe J pꝛay pon do but tell me) what is he that 
is ſo pure and vnſpatted in his conſcience, that canne thinke 
himſelfſecure and ſafe amonalt theſe butcherly nurtherers, 
that ſabucrt all oꝛders, confound all iuſtice, and peruert all 
law and equity, to bꝛing a man to his graue, whome they 
hate oꝛ miſlike, The Rectour of our Umuerſitie of Pa- 
ris, a man fo2 the purpoſe, chaſen by the Spaniard,andde- 
noted to them, not long ſince ſuing and labouring that this 
Inquiſition might be embꝛaced amongſt vs, told vs that if 
it bꝛought ſome amocent to his death, it would in recom? 
pence thereof ere long cleare all the kingdome of France of 
Huguenots. There is no doubt of that,fo2 when the leaſt 
woꝛd that ſhall eſcape a man ſhall be conſtrued to be an irre⸗ 
miſſible crime, when we ſhalbe enloꝛced as ſoone as we ſee 
a Jeſuite to fall downe and woꝛſhippe him, although he ber 
a mile oft, oz els we ſhalbe in daunger to be caſt into a deep 
dungeon, not being allo wed any man to ſpealte fo2 vs, and 
to conclude the Inquiſition ſhall no ſooner be eſtabliſhed a⸗ 
mong vs, but they of Rochell will ſend vs theyꝛ keyſe. Here 
let me aſke a queſtion, why is it not vſed in the low Coun⸗ 
g tryes:? how comes it to paſſe that hee who hath ſach excel⸗ 


lent and ſoueraigne remedies againſt this diſeaſe can not 
| cure himſelf:How can he pꝛomiſe helth vnto vs, whe he him 
. ſelfe is full of ſoꝛes and vicers: Wherefoze ſhould we rather 
thinke him a ſkilfull Phiſution, then a pꝛatling Ciarlatane 
But J ſe what it is, he goeth about to pꝛeferre the infirmi⸗ 
tie befoze death, and pet would faine perſuade · vs the contra- 
rie. Foz if it be not ſo, how comes it to paſſe, that he who 
would fapne be reputed an Angell of heauen ( without whoſe 
helpe we ſhould all be Hugonots) hath graunted the inhabi- 
tants ol Antwerpe to iniop the free libertie of theyꝛ conſci⸗ 
ences fo2 the ſpace of foure —— pteres: Where is that 
garneſt, pure aud Catholike zeale which he would make the 
urn

garde of the Edict which was made at Gant in the verre of 
pur Loꝛde 1 576. Jon by that he peelded and pꝛomiſed, 
that none dwelling in anie of the P2ouinces, which had 
lubmitted themſelues to his lawes and obedience, ſhoulde in 
ante ſoꝛt be troubled oꝛ moleſted concerning matters of reli⸗ 
gion. And as touching the pꝛouinces of Holand and Zeland, 
nothing appertatnig to the crerciſe of theyꝛ religion, ſhould 
be remoued oꝛ altred from that it was at that pꝛeſent: which 
pet ſtands in full vertue and effect, Is not that a teſtimonie 
ol his pelding and ſtretching conſcience; which ( on condition 
that he may bꝛing his intent to god and wiſhed effect) hee 
will turne, bend and applie to what bias a man pleaſe: Hee 
will allo we of two Religions in the lowe Conntries, ſo that 
he might thereby reconer them againe, and yet tan he abide 
but = in France, that thereby her map ſubuert the ſkate 
there 

His owne ſablects willnot belerue him touching thoſe 
thinges which. depende onely ol his owne authoꝛitie, as 
they that knowe well, andeto they? colt hauecrpcrienced, 
that he neuer pꝛomiſeth, but to dereiue them : and ſhall 
French men belekue and giue ante credite to theyꝛ aumcient 
enemie, touching thoſe things that onely depend on his lyle, 
which were he but thirtie verres of age, and ſure to line one 
hundꝛeth peres moꝛe, he ſhal neuer be able to bꝛing to paſſe: 
But let vs conſider (J pꝛaie vou) and watghe the occaſions 
that doe ſo animate and moue the people of the lowe Coꝛm⸗

tries ſo opiniatiuely, oꝛ rather obſtinatlip to endure the diſ⸗ 


tommoditie of ſuch long and loathſome warres (foꝛ ſo J map 
well tearme them) as we ſee they haue Hetherto,and vet doe 
maintapne agaynſt him. Theſe people (J ſaie) who are both 
truſtie and tracable(ifthe woꝛld may perld a people ol ſuche 
qualitie) is it foz anie pleaſure they take in ſo vnpleaſant an 
ererciſe? no man will beleeue it. Is it becauſe they will not 
be as god ſubiects to theyꝛ Pꝛince, as hee will bee gracious 
. to his people ; Nay, ſo farre are thep from the 

merit 
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merite of ſo vutuſt a cenſure, that contrariwiſe they mayn- 
taine themſelues in all dutie aud loyaltie towards him: hee 
hath attempted to ty2zanmize them with no leſſe barbarous 
crueltie, then he ſpared not to intreate the Indians with all 
vnchꝛiſtian immanitie, contrarie to his ſundie othes and ſo⸗ 
lemne vows made vnto them. And when as by humble ſup⸗ 
plications they haue beſought him, fending foz ſollicitours 
of theyꝛ ſute, ol the moſt noble and honourable perſonages of 
the Countrie, to ſeeke to mittigate his mercileſſe mallice, 
and to pꝛocure a remedie fo2 ſo great a miſchiefe, Euen then 
hath he moſt of all lyke the vyper her venome ) ſpit fozth his 
ſpight, and redoubled his rage agaynſt this innocent people, 
molt miſerably and without mercie, putting them to the 
ſwoꝛd, as ſheep to the ſlanghter his impions Excellence be- 
ing impatient of the petitions of his faithfull, and (hut tw al⸗ 
fectionate) ſubiects,as in deede to our coſt we map ſaie, they 
haue but to much ſhewed themſelues to be. Foꝛ in witnes ol 
theyꝛ gad willes, they haue at ſencrail tunes (beſides the re⸗ 
uenues of his Demat z and receit of tallages, ſubſidies, and 
other oꝛdinarie impoſtes) aſſented to ſupplie the Emperour 
with the ſimmme of nine millions of golde extraoꝛdinarie, and 
in derde haue not failed to furniſh him therewith, though to 
the great damage ol the Realme of France. But will von 
knowe what it is that ſo much moueth the patience of this 
barbarous Ring, oꝛ rather inceſtuous tyꝛant. It is fozſwth, 
that his Father the Emperour had theſe contributoꝛie finns- 
by gayning (with his Grace) theyꝛ good wills, and in derde 
by holding a general affemblie of the Effates, gotte them 
graunted by a common conſent of vopces, but Phillip his 
ſonne, onely by his authezities power, will wꝛeaſt from the 
veopte what him pleaſeth, as exading it from a'Cauntrie 
but newly conguered. Are we tanozant(thinke you) hom as 
well by the Duke of Alua his endeuour, and by the labour of 


other the miniſters and erecutioners of his nuſchiefts, bee 


went about to obtaine this exaction amongl then, viz. that 
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and pate him the tenth pennie ol cuerie thing that ſhould bee 
ſolde, vea, and fo2 euerie time it ſhould be vttered, thongh it 
were bought and ſolze an hundꝛeth times to and fro, which 


ſurely had amounted to a maſſe ineſtimable: a pet hee 


thought he dealt verie fanourably with the Flemings, ſith 
he maketh no conſcience to extoꝛt the fifth part perely of the 
Indians, Nay this is not all, the couetouſnes of this defenci- 
ble piller of Ch:iftendome , oz rather offcncible piller and 
poller of other mens poſſeſſions, hath encroched even vnto 
the Eccleſtaſticall rights and liuings. Foz conſidering with 
bimlſelfe that this intollerable tyzannie, vnto which hee cou- 
pled that barbarous and vnchꝛiſtian Inquiſition of Spaine, 
might at the length bꝛerde a diſcontentment amongeſt his 
ſubiects. To giue remedie thereunto, hee determined vppon 
this reſolution, which was to cut off from the Cleargie ſo 
much of theyꝛ reuenue as might ſuffice to maintapne ſuch a 
number of men at armes, that therewith he might ſo bꝛidle 
them, ſo ſtraightiy curbe them with the poke ol his ſubiec⸗ 
tion, that though he ſhould take al that euer they haue from 
them, vet ſhould they not once dare to grudge oz murmure 
agaynlt him. Which manner of dealing made them all, both 
Church⸗ men, Nobilitie, and Communaltie topne together 
— Zreanrshets to thake 2@fach exrindomagtadi 
burthen,as lawfully they might doe, ſeeing it meerely was 
repugnant and contrarie to the eſtabliſhed lawes of they; 


Countrie, and namelye to that Satute, whercbp it 


is p2ouided , that hee ſhall not impoſe anie newe ſub⸗ 
ſedie oꝛ taxation vpon the people without the aduiſe and 
conſent ofthe States generall ofthe countrie, vpon which 
{awes both he and his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs haue beene receiued and 
acknowledcaed fo: Lo2des and gouernours of their ſacietie, 
but with this expꝛeſſe pꝛouiſo, that if at any time they 
ſhould infringe oꝛ violate thoſe lawes, they alſo ſhouldiplo 
facto he diſcharged ſrom the bond of any oth of alleageance

euerie man ſhould eld him perely the tenth ol his reuenne; 
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o2 other duetie, wherein beloꝛe they had tyed themſelues vn⸗ 
to them. Do J ſap, theſe Spanvoliʒed Frenchmen as they 
know not, oꝛ at leaſt wile will not ſerme to know how iuſt⸗ 
ly the people of Flanders are ſtirred vp to this warre, euen 
ſo as men wedded to their owne onerweenings loꝛ meere 
blindneſſe, doe they not diſcerne the miſchielennto the which 
of a bꝛauerie they hurle them ſelues headlong, moſt miſe⸗ 
rably thꝛuſting both their owne and their poſterities necks 
into the haulter, and in lew of the ſrerdom wherein they 
haue beene bozne and bzought vp, become the ſlaues and 
bondmen of the moſt ſauage, faithleſſe, inhumaine, and bar⸗ 
barous nation, that the circuit of the whole woꝛdd doth com⸗ 
pꝛehend. Oh wiſe, and well aduiſed men of Holland and 
Zeland, and thoſe other inhabitants of the-vnited-Pzauin- 
ces of the tow Countries: yea J will ſap further, Oh moſf 
happy people, if knowing(as in deed you doe) whence ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth pour blilſe and bale, you perſiſt in your ſage reſolution, 
whereby pou ſhall auoide all imminent milchiefes, and in 
ſho:t ſpace infeoffe your ſelues with ſelicitie, accompanied 
with an aſſured ſafetie from the Spaniſh tyzannie, Surelp 
pou are moe neare thereunto, then the tyꝛant is to death, 
although he be alreadie old, crazed, and decrepite. And your 
gladneſſe ſhall bꝛing ſo much the greater grieſe to our turn⸗ 
cote Frenchmen, when they ſhall ſer them ſelues lo mated 
with milerie, deuoide ol all hope ol deliuerance from that 
barme, which pour pꝛudence and foꝛeſight hath eſcaped, and 
freed pour ſelues ſrom:and ſhall ſerue fo2 an example of folly 
to all the woꝛld, as notable as your counſell and conſtancie 
ſhall be to pour poſteritie adnurabie.,... But let vs returne 
to the Spanich Ring. Shall we then be ſuch ſample lattes, 
as to belieu? that he would not willingly couple Fraunce to 
his other countries. Pea, though with condition that it 
were all Mugonots, 02 ol what religion ſoeuer? Are we ſa 
we know not his butte to be che body, and not 


blinde, that 
che ſoule, his letch ta be at Fraunce , and nat at the Here⸗ 
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the Spamard oꝛ other man liuing can bee able to doe with 
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tiques? vnleſſe in that they are an hindꝛance vnto his purpo⸗ 
ſes, otherwiſe, why ſhoulde he not as well ioine in friend⸗ 
ſhip with the French, as heretoloꝛe he entertained amitie 
with the Engliſh vntill the pꝛize of his pence was by them 
taken from him, which in the peare of our Loꝛd 1 5 6 9, he 
ſent into Flanders vnto the Duke of Alua: till which act he 
had league and alliance both offenciue and deffenciue with 
them, enen with thoſe that were vowed enimies to the 
Pope and all Papiſme? Dh conſtant Catholike , Dh putſ- 
fant P2ofectour of the faith Catholicall 2 whom the doſſe of 
his gold, not the lacke of religion pꝛouoked, the intereſt of 
Spaine, not the right of Rome ſtoong and pꝛicked to the 
hart. All the dzeadfull thꝛeatnings, and fearefull ertonnnu⸗ 
nications thundꝛed out by the Pope againſt the Engliſh 
Pꝛoteſtants, could neuer haue power to make him leaue 
league with E when a few loſt crownes made him 


innnediatlp let fall both friendſhip,andfaith, and climbe vp
